PROLECLION AGALNS? SMALL- 
POX GIVEN BY HEALTH DEPT, 

Although there is apparently no 
cause to fear a serious smallpox 
epidemic of more than local pro- 


portions, those who have not been 
vaccinated against this disease 
should avail themselves of this 
protection, Dr. J. N. Baker, State 
Health Officer, Montgomery, urg- 
cd this week. 

“Fortunately, vaccination offers 
practically complete protection 
ugainst smallpox,” he said, “Even 
those who do not think they have 
been, or will be, exposed to it 
should not run the risk of con- 
tracting it, which is greatly in- 


creased by the automobile and 
good roads, which bring people 


from distant places into frequent 
contact. Although one may live 
at a considerable distance from 
& community in which smallpox 
cases have developed, he never 
knows how soon somebody from 
that community will become a vis- 
itor in his own community or be- 
come associated wilh him or a 
member of his family.” 

Dr. Baker revealed that 63,306 
persons had been vaccinated 
against smallpox last year by 
members of the staffs of the 
State’s 67 county health depart- 
ments,

SHED TESTING LABORATORY 

TO BE ESTABLISHED LN ALA, 

The Alabama Department of 
Agvicullure and Industries has 
been selected to work in cooperi- 
tion with the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in the en- 
torcement of the new Bederal Seed 
Act, 

A telegram from Senator John 
H. Bankhead advising the selec- 
tion of Montgomery said in part, 
“I have just been advised by the 
Agriculture Department that ar- 
rangements have practically been 
completed for establishing a seed 
testing laboratory at Montgomery, 
to be used in the enforcement ot 
the new Federal Seed Act in the 
Southeastern States and will be op- 
erated in cooperation with the Ala- 
bama Department of Agriculture 
and Industries.” 

LN. Allen, seed analyst of the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
has been chosen by the U. 8, De- 
partment of Agriculture to head 
the laboratory. Mr, Allen has for 


many years been connected with 
the Alabama department as seed 
analyst. 

“Il am very pleased that the 


Department of Agriculture 
has been selected to work with 
the U. S, Department of Agricul- 
ture in the 
New Federal 
Mr, Allen has been 
of the laboratory to direct 
the work in the Southeastern 
States,” says Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture Haygood Paterson, 

The government will probably 
spend between $15,000 to $20,000 
yearly in Montgomery on person- 
nel and services.

JEREMIAH DENOUNCES FALSE 
PROPHETS 

LESSON THXT—Jeremlah 23:21:32, 

GOLDEN 'TEXT—Prove all things; 
hold fast that which is yood,—I Thessa- 
lonians 5:21, 


Tickling the vanity and pleasing 
the ears of ungodly people with 
words of flattery and false comfort, 
giving them the assurance of peace 
and prosperity in the very pursuit of 
their sin, did not begin with the 
false prophets of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Six hundred years before 
Christ, Jeremiah the prophet had to 
contend with such false teachers. 

His manner of dealing with them 
{s of great interest to us, for essen- 
tially the false prophets of that day 
used the same methods and had 
the sume false message that char- 
acterize their descendants of today, 
the so-called modernistic religious 
liberals who are busy everywhere 
attempting to undermine the faith 
of God's children in His Word, They 
are revealed ag being destitute of 
divine authority, without a real mes- 
sage, and under the disfavor and 
subject to the judgment of God. 
They are 

I. Without Divine Commission (vv. 
21-22). . 

“T have not sent these prophets’’— 
that should have been sufficient for 
the people of Judah, A man who 
is not sent by God has no word from 
heaven, no help for needy humanity. 
He is worse than an admittedly 
secular teacher or philosopher, for 
he claims to speak with divine au- 
thority and yet has only the disap- 
pointing impotence of a liar and a 
fraud. 

The reason Judah listened to them 
was because they so eloquentiy 
hushed the condemning voice of 
their own consciences, assuring 
them that all was well, when, as a 
matter of fact, everything was 
wrong. Men listen to the same kind 
of teaching today for the very same 
reason. 

IJ, Without a Divine Message (vv. 
23-29). 

These false prophets may delude 
men, but they have not fooled God. 
He is not a finite being, limited to 
this earth (vy. 23), He looks on men 
from the far off viewpoint of heaven 
and judges by His own high and 
holy standards. 

Nor can they hide from Him (v. 
24), God hears the word spoken in 
the academic shelter of a college 
classroom, secretly poisoning the 
young person's heart against the 
faith of his father and mother. A 
day of judgment also awaits those 
who in their public utterances use 
the phraseology of orthodoxy, while 
in private they undermine and de- 
stroy Christian faith. 

If a man is foolish enough to sup- 
pose that the dreamings of his own 
mind and heart will help anyone, 
let him be honest enough to call 
them just that; namely, dreams (vv. 
25-28). But God will assuredly not 
hold those men guiltless who try to 
pass off their own philosophies as 
bearing the approval of God; 
who would have people honor their 
assemblies as Christian churches, 
when they are at best only social or 
intellectual gatherings designed to 
magnify man rather than Christ. 

Note in verse 29 that the Word of 
God is like the fire that consumes 
and purifies, and also like the ham- 
mer, that breaks up the rocky heart 
of man, 


I. Without Divine Favor and 
Blessing (vv. 30-32). 

God is against every false proph- 
et. Small wonder that there is the 
savour of death in their speaking 
and their works. There is no divine 
power in their message and no holy 
dynamic to enable people to respond 
to their admonitions. Prominent 
modernists are decrying in our day 
the fact that their cultured essays 
and polished philosophies are not 
reaching the hearts of men and are 
failing to transform lives. At the 
same time, humble preachers and 
teachers of God's Word, sometimes 
in hidden and remote places, are re- 
joicing as they see the transforming 
grace of God come upon lives as a 
result of their simple proclamation 
of the gospel of grace, Keep on, 
brethren; God is with you. 

Observe what God calls the false 
prophets—thieves (v. 30) and liars 
(vy. 32). Hard words, but they come 
from One who is all-knowing, who 
judges rightly and in love.

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U.S. Moves to 
Stop Sabotage 


Lifting of Arms Embargo 
May Stir Foreigners 
To Violent Acts. 


WASHINGTON, — America has 
moved swiftly against foreign sabo- 
teurs operating in the wake of the 
arms embargo repeal. 

Sinking at Staten Island, N. Y., 
of a barge carrying two Lockheed 
bombers consigned to Great Brit: 
ain, increased official tension and 
served to highlight new dangers, 

The planes, covered with water: 
proof casings, were recovered al- 
most undamaged, Authorities at 
first declared the sinking was acci- 
dental, but New York's special antl- 
sabotage police squad, supplement 
ed by G-men, took over the inves- 
tigation, 

Protect Key Points. 

The special squad, made up of 50 
selected officers and headed by 
Capt. George P. Mitchell, has been 
organized to protect key points in 
the highly industrialized area, 

Predicting ‘considerable more” 
sabotage as the result of lifting of 
the arms embargo, Attorney Gen- 
eral Murphy declared the depart- 
ment of justice and other agencies 
in the battle against destructionists 
were prepared to accept the chal- 
lenge. 

Sabotage was discovered at the 
Newport torpedo station, one of the 
largest in the world, situated on an 
island in Narragansett bay. 

Throughout the nation, extra 
‘guards were being thrown about 
piers, bridges, communications cen- 
ters, airplane factories and military 
bases. 

Preventive Measures, 

Factories manufacturing war- 
planes and engines have taken pre- 
ventive measures, subjecting em- 
ployees to rigid requirements on per- 
sonal past history, some refusing to 
hire any except American citizens, 
and tightening rules generally to 
prevent saboteurs from gaining ad- 
mittance, 

In New York, an anti-sabotage or- 
ganization has been formed by po- 
lice, the FBI, naval intelligence, 
customs, postoffice, coast guard and 
treasury department agents. The 
city’s 80 piers are covered 24 hours 
a day by the police department to 
prevent sabotage. 

A letter to a shipping line official 
threatening to blow up with TNT 
the Queen Mary and Normandie, 
lying in adjacent North river berths, 
brought immediate action. Police 
guards were doubled and Mayor La- 
Guardia visited the piers to insure 
special protective orders were 
obeyed. 


Troubled by Insomnia? 


Maybe It’s Just an Idea 
ROCHESTER, N. Y.—If insomnia 
troubles you, it may be an impris- 
oned idea trying to break through 
the dark folds and crevices of your 
brain, according to Dr. Eliot D. 
Hutchinson, assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of 
Rochester. 

Hutchinson states that more than 
80 per cent of artists, writers, musi- 
cians, scientists, and other creative 
persons he has interviewed have 
moments of ‘insight’ when trouble- 
some problems suddenly clear up. 

Such creative insight, he believes, 
is the result of hard thinking, long 
effort without apparent results, a 
period of emotional irritability and 
high tension, followed by a period 
when you may forget the problem 
entirely. 


Bees Are Mild on Ground, 


Vicious at High Levels 
DAVIS, CALIF.—Bees that are 
docile and meek at sea level be- 
come hot-tempered and vicious when 
released at high altitudes, experi- 
ments made by the college of agri- 
culture of the University of Califor- 
nia here indicated. 

The best test occurred when a 
swarm of Caucasian bees were 
shipped from virtually sea level here 
to the University of Wyoming at 
Laramie, which is at an altitude of 
7,200 feet. The Caucasian bees es- 
tablished themselves here as an un- 
usually gentle strain, 

Within a week after their arrival 
at Laramie, Prof. C. H. Gilbert, of 
Wyoming university, reported, they 
had become most violent and vyi- 
cious.

LITTLE ROCK, ARK.—Arkansas 
rural people are turning to the stage 
as a means of recreation and profit. 
During the past year, according to 
June Donahue, specialist in commu- 
nity activities at the University of 
Arkansas, more than 1,000 plays 
and pageants were given in which 
7,000 persons in various rural sec- 
tions of the state have participated.

Last week the individual 
boy prize winner from elementary 
grade schools was announced, this 
distinction going to Jeff Martin of 
Mt. Pleasant School, This week 
the other prize-winning essays are 
given below: 

WHY AND HOW TO FIGHT THE 
HOOKWOKMS 
By Bessie L, Castleberry, 
Mt, Vernon School 

The so-called “ground itch or 
toe poisoning’ is nothing but 
hookworms breaking through the 
skin, Then the blood carries the 
hookworms to the lungs by way 
of the heart, They tickle the 
lungs and cause us to cough them 
up and then they are swallowed, 
They are expensive boarders, do- 
ing nothing at all to pay for their 
lodging. After they have sucked 
ull the blood they want by biting 
into the walls of the intestine they 
don't gently pull away as polite 
boarderes would do, but tear loose, 
leaving a raw place, This accounts 
for sores on the lining of the in- 
{estines, 

The worms lay lots of eggs. 
These pass from the body through 
the fecal matter. If these eggs 
are disposed of on the ground, the 
warm sunshine hatches them into 
tiny worms, for every barefoot 
person passing to get infected. 

Here comes our need for the 
sanitary pit privy, If every fam- 
ily in Coffee County had one and 
used it and every member took 
two or three treatments (or more 
if needed), we would soon be rid 
of hookworms for good, Should 
a visitor come from a family that 
might be infected, he should be 
usked to use a sanitary toilet. 

Every one should take advan- 
lage of the opportunity the Health 
Department offers to be tested 
and examined free. It is the duty 
ot every head of the househoid to 
build this privy as a lasting pro- 
tection, If every pupil was free 
from hookworms, they would at- 
tend school more regularly, their 
grades would be better and they 
would be healthier, They would 
work together better. 

HOW TO ENLIST IN THE WAK 
AGAINST THE HOOKWORM 
By J. B. Johnson, Jr. UL, Damascus 

The first step in the battle 
against the hookworm is to get 
everybody in the community inter- 
ested in trying to get rid of the 
hookworm. We can never get rid 
of the hookworm if only a part of 
the people are interested. The 
parents as well as the children 
should become interestd in getting 
rid of the hookworm, They may 
become interested through pic- 
tures shown of the hookworm; how 
it enters, affects and destroys the 
body. After the parents become 
interested the battie is on and suc- 
cess is certain, 

The second step in the battle 
against the hookworm is to pre- 
vent the hookworm eggs from be- 
ing scattered about in the soil. 
The way to prevent this is for 
every family to build a sanitary 
toilet. Use underground pits for 
the disposal of all waste mate- 
rials, When soil is removed from 
these pits it should be burned or 
buried in very deep pits. By doing 
this we can prevent the eggs from 
being scattered around the home 
where they can easily enter the 
body. 

Everyone that has hookworms 
should be interested in getting 
them out of their bodies, They 
should take the treatment, which 
is very simple, consisting chiefly 
of a medicine to stun or kill the 
worms and a purge to expel them 
from the body. No time should 
be lost in taking the treatment. 
The cure is easy and delay is 
dangerous, 

After the worms are expelled 
from the body, special care should 
be taken to prevent reinfection. 
The best way to prevent this is 
by wearing of the shoes, as hook- 
worms enter the body through 
the feet, 

THE HOOKWORM AND COFFEE 
COUNTY 
By Guy Gunter, Jr., New Brockton 

The hookworm percentage in 
Coffee County is probably the 
largest of any county in Alabama. 
This is probably due to the large 
number of tenant farmers living 
in this area, The tenant farmers 
are not able to build and maintain 
sanitary toilets and for this rea- 
son nearly every member of these 
families has hookworms. 

All tenant farmers do not have 
pit toilets and those that do have 
toilets have very unsanitary ones, 
Therefore, it is essential that the 
toilets be sanitary before the hook- 
worm can be destroyed. The toil- 
ets they build are really hookworm 
beds and soon after they are built 
they contain hookworms, ‘The 
hookworms then enter the human 
bodies and tend to suck the blood 
from the small intestine, This 
causes the body to become weak 
and causes the person to feel tired 
all the time, 

If our county is to be filled with 
this type of people it will lag be- 
hind in everything that is under- 
taken, The condition of the people 
affects the county as a whole, It 
affects the economical, social and 
business life of the county. It is 
tor this reason that everyone 
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should be concerned with this 
problem, We, the people of this 
county, have left this problem to 
the Health Department to face 
ulone, They/cannot destroy this 
plague alone so we should give 
them all the support we can, 

The government is lending aid 
to induce the people to build sani- 
tary toilets, The toilet modeled 
by the Health Department is 
hookworm proof, It is built so 
that the hookworm can not es- 
cape from the pit, In this toilet 
the hookworm can be killed easily. 

Many people rely on the hook- 
worm treatment as the means lo 
kill the hookworm, ‘This is good 
as a second line of defense, but 
we want to stop the hookworm 
before it gets into the body. This 
can be done by building a toilet 
that is sanitary. With this plan 
working all over the county we 
would soon be rid of this terrible 
plague. 

It is now the duty of the people 
to wake up and face this prob- 
iem. The only way to face it 
right is to string sanitary toilets 
over all Coffee County and keep 
them sanitary. This will save us 
from everlasting poverty and ruin, 


HOOKWORM IN COFFEE 
COUNTY 

By Ann Jones, New Brockton 

Hookwoim is more prevalent in 
Coffee County than any other 
county in Alabama. The children 
go barefooted and through the 
feet is the main way hookworms 
enter the body. They enter the 
feet from an infected person’s 
feces passed on the ground, 

Hookworms live in the small in- 
testine. Here they fix themselves 
to the delicate folds of the mucous 
membrane by their sharp, rough 
teeth. They break the delicate 
mucous membrane of the bowels 
with their small teeth and suck 
blood. Then they leave the bleed- 
ing wound and move to anothei 
place. The body cannot manufac- 
ture as much blood as the hook- 
Worm uses and the person be- 
comes pale, sick and thin. The 
females lay, thousands of eggs 
every day. Sometimes people do 
not suffer any ill effects of hook- 
worms themselves but they serve 
as spreaders to their neighbors. 

People who are infected with 
hookworm do not have any energy. 
They are very thin and their gums 
ure bloodless. Sometimes parts 
of the body may become badly 
swollen, The person may have a 
very poor or @ ravenous appetite. 

Children cannot keep up with 
their classmates because they do 
not have any eneregy to exert. 
Men and women cannot do their 
best work because hookworms 
suck their energy out of them. 
People that hire other people with 
hookworms lose money because 
these people cannot do their best 
work, If sanitary privies were 
put in and hookworm treatments 
were given, these people would be 
happier and could do more work, 

One way of controlling hook- 
worms is by building sanitary 
privies. A good one can be built 
for twenty-five or thirty dollars. 
This will last many years, When 
the second one is mude it can be 
made much cheaper than the first, 
because parts of the first can be 
used on the second one, The 
privies should be made so the 
larvae cannot escape, 

Another way to prevent hook- 
worms is by wearing shoes, If a 
person already has hookworms, 
and is exposed to the larvae again, 
he will have that many more hook- 
worms. The last way to prevent 
hookworms is giving hookworm 
treatment, It does not do much 
good to give a part of the family 
treatment if all of them have 
hookworm, 

HOW TO ENLIST IN THE WAR 
AGAINST THE HOOKWORM 
By Sylvia Tindoi, vunior I 
Goodman School 

The hookworm is a loathsome 
parasite found in all temperate and 
tropical climates in the world, In 
many countries it affects as high 
as three-fourths of the people, We 


have found this to be true in our 
own country; therefore, it is nec- 
essary that we should know some- 
thing of the life of this parasite. 

The worm is one-half inch in 
length, It clings to the walls of 
the human intestines and sucks 
the blood, This gives it a reddish 
color, After the worm makes @ 
wound in the intestines, it injects 
a poison which causes this disease. 
ease, 

The hookworm comes from eggs 
produced in the human body and 
passed out with the waste, When 
a barefooted child steps on pollut- 
ed soil, the worms which have 
hatched out in the loose dark soil 
enter the child through a broken 
place in the feet, They burrow 
until they reach a vein, ‘They are 


then carried to the heart and 
lungs, Then they are coughed up 


from the lungs into the throat 
and reach the intestines after they 
are swallowed. Around the moist 
intestines they multiply” very rap- 
idly while living on the blood of 
the victim. Since the body is sup- 
plying food which is the blood for 
the hookworm, very often they 
vre using more blood than the 
body can make. This leaves the 
victim very pale and lifeless. 

Very often a person with hook- 
yvorms can be easily detected by 
sight, The person is undersize 
and puny. He is unable to work, 
play, or enjoy life. The eyes have 
a listless expression. The hair 
may be dry and brittle. 

After seeing the dangers of this 
disease, surely we would like to 
know how we can check this in 
our county. The best method of 
prevention is that of having sani- 
tary toilets. The sanitary toilet, 
if properly built, keeps the human 
waste from being where the child 
will not come in contact with it. 
To prevent this disease, there 
must be cooperation between all 
members of the family and com- 
munity. Human waste should not 
by all means be deposted on the 
foil. 

Mothers should not allow their 
children to go without shoes if 
they live in an area where the 
soil is infested with hookworms 
and hookworm eggs. If they do, 
they are subjecting their children 
to a dangerous disease which may 
cause untold suffering to say noth- 
ing of the damage done to the 
child's mind through inability to 
do his school work. 

Health doctors will surely treat 
each case that is reported since 
this disease does cause the people 
not to progress as they should, 
not to be as happy and contented 
as a good citizen should. We 
should certainly be willing to take 
a treatment which costs us noth- 
ing and would make us better cit- 
izens in every way.

WARNS AGAINST 
POISONING” OF 
AUBURN, Ala.—W. A. Ruffin, 
extension entomologist, warns 
farmers against the “sweet pois- 
on” method of poisoning boll wee- 
\ils this year, 

Instead, he recommends the use 
of calcium arsenate after cotton 
squares begin to form and as soon 
as 10 per cent of the squares are 
punctured, 

“The number of boll weevils 
reached a peak last year and caus- 
cd Alabama farmers a loss of at 
least 200,000 bales of cotton,’ he 
Says. ‘However, we know from 
close observation that boll weevils 
cannot live very long with winter 
termperature down to 10 degrees 
ubove zero. This temperature was 
reached in most parts of the State 
in January this year, This does 
not mean that there will be no 
weevil damage this year, but it 
certainly does indicate that there 
will not be any need for early ap- 
plications of poison, ‘Sweet pois- 
on’ can be used wisely only for 
early or pre-square poisoning, ° 

“In order that we might have 
all of the facts concerning boll 
weevil control, Prof, J. M. Robin- 
son wrote most of the State ex- 
periment stations and the U. S. 
Bureau of Entomology for their 
records on the use of ‘sweet pois- 
cn’, These records, as well as re- 
sults obtained at Auburn, show 
that one might expect, on the av- 
erage, about 45 pounds of seed 
cotton to the acre increase from 
the use of ‘sweet poison’. It 
seems that this is all the increase 
cne may expect regardless of how 
many applications of poison are 
made. 

“The same results showed an 
increase in yield of about 300 
pounds of seed cotton to the acre 
from the use of calcium arsenate 
dust when used after squares be- 
gan to form.”

“With reduced acreage in cot- 
ton and a smaller income from 
this source, dairy cows can fill 
an important place in the farm- 
ing program in Alabama,” he 
states, 

“Five acres of legume hay, one 
acre in sorghum silage, five acres 
in corn and 10 acres in good per- 
raanent pasture will feed five good 
dairy cows if you will swap two 
tons of cotton seed for cottonseed 
meal this fall.”

WHAT FSA HAS DONE AND IS 


DOING IN COFFEE COUNTY 


A few weeks ago Hditor J. H. 
Singleton of The Hnterprise Ledg- 
er wrote a nice story about the 
Farm Security Administration and 
its activities in Coffee County, We 
are reproducing this article today 
for bepefit of Clipper readers, and 
join heartily in giving praise for 
the splendid work to each and 


every one in the organization, 


One hears much—some praise 
ond some criticism—of what the 
Farm Security Administration 
(FSA) has done and is doing in 
Coffee County, It is but natural 
that so large an undertaking 
should be extensively discussed, 
and it is also natural that both 
praise and criticism is to be heard, 


With but one thought in mind, 


that being to give information of 
dependable character, The Ledger 
has gone to considerable trouble 


and expense in gathering facts to 


present to its readers, And be 


il known that we have not de- 
pended upon local officials and 


workers for our information, but 


have gone higher, The facts which 
we present are a matter of record 
and can be easily verified by those 
who wish to do so, 

Being chairman of the Coffee 
County ‘Tax Equalization board, 
the writer has heard it said that 
WSA has been enabled to do many 
of the things which it has done 
by reason of the fact that it pays 
no taxes, Here are the facts: In 
1936 Coffee County's share of the 
taxes collected from the lands 
now owned by FSA amounted to 
$6,407.30. For 1939 the county is 
to receive the sum of $6,560.52 
from FSA in lieu of taxes, ‘This 
sum is not to be paid as taxes, but 
comes under the classification of 
“For Services and Other Agree- 
ments,” which are defined as “Gen- 
eral County Government, Roads 
and Schools,” It does not matter 
whether the sum is to be paid as 
taxes, or not, so long as the coun- 
ty gets the money. So much for 
that. 

Without the county putting up 
a single penny, FSA has provided 
more than $200,000.00 for the con- 
struction of school buildings, The 
buildings at Zion Chapel, New 
Hope and Goodman, and a voca- 
tional building at Kinston, were 
built and equipped with FSA 
money. These buildings and the 
work which goes on in them come 
directly under the supervision and 
control of the County Board of 
Education, 

FSA provides a special nurse, 
whose duty it is to keep in con- 
tact with and render every pos- 
sible service to FSA clients; that 
is, those on FSA lands, This nurse 
works: in cooperation with the 
County Health Department and is 
governed by its policies and ac- 
tivities, 

FSA either owns or controls 
$56,000 acres of land in Coffee 
County, upon which 630 plows are 
being operated, Three hundred 
and sixty-five families live on these 
lands. Approximately 200 families 
who rent privately-owned ‘lands 
are being assisted through the re- 
habilitation division of FSA, Of 
the 365 families on FSA-owned 
lands, 200 had paid back to FSA 
93 per cent of money due to De- 
cember 1, 1939, despite the fact 
that last year was the worst crop 
year ever known in this section 
of Alabama, And later on, when 
they have shown proper progress 
on these lands which they are 
renting, all worthy families will 
be given an opportunity to pur- 
chase the farms they are now op- 
erating on long terms. 

There are certain requirements 
which all persons dealing with 
und through FSA must observe. 
For instance: Hach family cans 
or preserves a certain number of 
quarts of food of various kinds 
for winter consumption; must keep 
and feed and dispose of so much 
livestock and poultry; must keep 
premises in top-notch condition at 
all times; must observe certain. 
land practices which are necessary 
to promote productivity; and do 
such other things as contribute 
toward making life on the fm 
what it should be. Every family 
is not only encouraged but urged 
to become a part of progressive 
community life, entering into all 
religious and social activities to 
the fullest extent. And let it be 
noted with full credit properly 
placed, that W. L, McArthur, Proj- 
ect Manager, and his efficient 
corps of workers, deserve the full- 
est measure of praise for what 
they have done, are doing, and 
hope to accomplish in the future 
to make life happier and more se- 
cure for those on FSA farms under 
their supervision. ..... 

All in all, for and wide, FSA 
is doing a great work in Coffee 
County—and the end is not yet,
